MH. BEAVEN AND TEE WORK- 
JNOMEN. 

Wo beg to draw the atteiiliou of our 
Mailers to the roport iu another column 
of an interview with Robert Dexter. So 
much having been said with regard to Mr. 
Beaven's uouaigtently bad treatment of 
the working claaa throughout hia official 
career; and moro ospucially hia brokou 
proniiaea in the niattoi- uf thu wai^oa duo 
on tlio cofferdam contract, wa duenied it 
sdviaable to obtain autltontic infonnaliori 
on the subject. With that view we called 
on Mr. Dexter, who soted as foreman and 
manager, under Messrs Reed Bros.' 
a|{ent, Mr. Dawaon, from tho com 
luencouient i>f tlio ouiitraol until ita 
•eiicure by tho Walkora Ueaveii govurn- 
ment. Mr. Doxter's remarka will, with- 
out doubt, be read with interest. It is al- 
most superfluous to mention that few men 
have done better work or moro thoroughly 
held the confidence of the wurkingmen of 
this community than tlml gontleuiiin. 
Mr. Heaven's ullor disregard for working- 
men tirsl di8[)liiynd ilaolf in 1875, whoii 
largo auniB wuro duo eontractoia for 
varioua public wmka all over tho province, 
but more particularly on tho New West- 
minster and Vale wagon road. The 
"Walkem-Buaven govornmont had made 
a slipshod barg^iin with the Duminion 
goveraniont fur certain advances of 
money, which, they wore duly notified by 
the Dominion government, had fallen 
through. In spite of this, Mr. Beaven 
let mora contraeta for unornious sums, 
without kiiuwiij;; ur caring where the 
caah waa to odine fiDui to aeltlo with the 
contractura. In deaperato straita, the 
treasury bcHieged with ouiitracLuia and 
laborers, tlio "Oh bu joyful telegram" 
was sent to Ottawa, and the Dominion 
government advanced $150,000, charging 
tho aame against tho Bubaidiea. iMaiiy of 
the cuntracta were aJiiiilted In be tiiiialied; 
but Mr. Heaven refiiaod to i?ive thu cuu- 
traotors vouchers for the balance due 
them, thereby precluding them from dis 
oouutiug tho paper rightfully thoira, and 
paying off their men. By February, 1870, 
Mr. Beaven had succeeded iu getting tho 
tinancea of the province in such a atatu, 
that he had to retire from ofiice and allow 
hia Bucceaaor to lu|uidatp the liabilitiua 
■mounting to aeveral hundred th(iuaaiul 
dollars. Uii returning to otlice in Sep- 
tember, 1878, the Walkem-Boaven 
gtfVernment undertook the oonduct 
of the cofferdam contract with the 
result sot forth iu Mr. Uextor's statement. 
But there ia atill another Beaven trans- 
action well and painfully remembered by 
many residents uf this city and Es(|ui- 
malt. We refer to the seizure uf thegiav- - 
iug duck woi ka in .luno, 1882, juat a 
month pri(jr lo a i^eneiisl election. Mc- 
Namee vfc Co., llie contractors, the labor- 
era and other creditors, were all sacri- 
ficed in a vain etlbrt to return Mr. Ilott 
for Esquimalt. The government had to 
■upply the cement for the dock works . 
There was none on hand; and further, 
some 814,000 was owing the contractors 
on a certificate issued by tho engineer. 
Mr. Beaven, imm^jdiatoly after taking 
possession of the dock works, put on all 
tho voters he could get at day work to ae- 
oira his own election in Victoria and that 
of Mr. Hett in Esquimalt district; bat 
being over eager to thrust hunself to the 
head of the poll in Victoria, he einijloyod 
from CO to 75 Victoria vutera and defeated 
Mr. Hett. Tho dock men wore kept out of 
their money|until the Smilho governiiiont 
urged by Messrs. Pooley, Davie and Duck, 
appointed a commission m 1885 and paid 
off all the amounta due for labor— some 
$5500. In the face of this record, how 
Mr. Beaven can pose as tho working- 
man's friend or how any reaaonable being 
can oonscientiously support that gentle- 
man at the polls to-day, we are at a loaa 
to understand.

to have do foiuuliitiini in fuc-L. Tim Ivooli-- 
nay bill, too, ha.-* hueu Hhriwn to bu prodtu'- 
tive only of great good to thu ui)pur country 
and ban been due ontiiL-lj' to tlie progrcn 
aive policy of tho present governiueut. The 
administration has been wise in its policy 
with reference to the drydock which, while 
proving a great boon, will necessitate no 
outlay on the part of the province. The 
•iponditnre for roads and public works hu.^ 
boon oomiiipndiibli\ tlm furnier arn in gouil 
condition, aiul Ih" lutti'r Huitulilu to th(^ 
needs of the proviuoi-. Thu adunnistintiun 
will not, liuwevcr, ueaHu in iln good wurk 
but will eoutinue judicious oxpeuditunm mh 
tho growing uoedaol the province demand. 
The administration of the public funda 
has been such as to command the conii ^ 
deooe of tho elofitora, who may rely un 
tho same faithfnIne.'iH in future. What 
reaaons have tho leadurlcn.i and disurgiin 
iced opposition given wliy tho electors 
■hould vote iigaiust lliu proseiil guvurn 
ment I Absolutely none. If acurriiity and 
■candal can be called argument then the 
"Sicks" party has made out a cleor case, 
for perhaps never in the history of politics 
has such a acaiulaloiis, nay lilielluus, ciun- 
paign been inaugurated. Wo trust tu the 
good sense of the electorate to return 
government supporters and to teach the 
opposition that until they oan adduce bet- 
ter arguments and furnish mure worthy 
oandidalus they cannot expect to receive 
into thoir keeping tho koya uf unioo.

He douied tho ebargi' of the 
opposition pajjer that he was under any ob- 
ligation to Mr. Dunsnniir. Iiidet-il, he had 
oncu summoned Mr. IhuiKiuuir into court 
when he (tho Hpeakei) was inspector 
of coal mines. lie aUo de- 
nied having -said that he had never ap- 
plied for land in this province. lie had 
applied for 100 acres at Alberni, but it 
being a school reaorve ho didn't get it. 
.•\nd yet thia was thu crime of which ho 
had been accused by ftlr. Williuius, who 
was a man looking all over the country 
for the best land to grab. If elected he 
would advocate a revision of tho now 
somewhat complicated mineral laws of the 
province ; also believed in the granting uf 
bonuses to desirable industries and eape- 
oially the granting of a sum for the dis- 
covery of a good tiahing bank. It was ab- 
solutely necessary to encourage capital to 
devolopa tho minerals. He was heartily 
ill accord with the present free school sya- 
tom [applause] . Ho deprecaiod tho ten- 
dency of ynuttia of good education to bo 
too proud tu learn a trade; and oiio who 
started a factory could make more than 
one in a store. He believed he would 
be elected [cheers] and hoped when 
they went to the polls they would think 
well before voting; and that after having 
thought well, that they would roto for 
tho government candidates. [Thunders 
of applause, during which the band played 
the "Red, White aad Blue." ] 

Mr. Turner, who was equally well re- 
ceived, mentioned the fair offer the gov 
ern ment candidates had made to the op 
position to occupy tho same hall. Hut 
the latter who were aheiuly deiuoli.ihed 

[applause] had ignominiously backed down 
oheersj. The old opposition arguments 
against public expenditure were disproved 
by the knowledge uf fur tho first tirno a 
decided nieaflure uf prosperity [choere]. 
There were no great puliticHl questions 
before tho cmuitry and the chief conaider- 
ation was putting hcinest men into tho 
house; and when tlio people saw men be- 
fore them as candidateg without any 
ostensible means of a livelihood they 
could depend upon it there nas Boino de 
sign in the backgruund [clieersj. lie ap- 
])eared on tho government ticket l)ecauae 
he felt and knew the governinont tu be in 
the right. [Immense eiilhusiaani j, 
Speaking of the comraiision ho had re- 
ceived on a government loan he said that 
it had been but a, fair one and that he 
had as iiuich right to roouivo tho c<iiiimia 
siuii afi any nuiniiUHt uf the Standard 
[cheers]. With the (J. P. railway and the 
chance of opening tho mines of the coun- 
try be thought ho could see a prosperous 
future for tho i)roviMce. M(' h;id heuii told 
un Kund niiihurity tlial prul uctiun wr.n 
wanted fur tho wurkiiigiiii;ii in ountr.iet 
wurk |cheors] and ha wuiild heartily sup 
prirr. any nieaaure inlrodiuted to this effect. 
Lie spoke uf his inability to canvass evory 
elector personally, and knowing that he 
liad served them faithfully in public oa- 
pacities before, ho truited that his re - 
Curd and thoir knowlodi;e of him would 
elect him. [Loud cheers, and music 
"For He's a Jolly Good Fellow."] 

Mr. Theo. Davie, whose popularity was 
Dviiioed in loml and prulungod cheers, 
said ho wi8he<l tu treHpasii on their fur- 
bearaiico tu refute llie HyHtematic charges 
and iiiinrepreaentatiuii uf iho uppositiuii. 
[Cheers. J Tho uUi olechjrs know tho ua- 
tabliehod iulugrity uf the guVerniuont can- 
didates, but there wore later ones who 
might bo niialod by tho maligning acousa- 
tioua, Not cuntoiit with iniflreprononl a- 
tion through the press the uppuaition had 
induced irrospunaiblo perfluiis tu repeat 
unfoundod charges on the platform . f ie 
briofly alluded to tho charge that ho had 
employed Chinese on the construction of 
hia building; but during his active politi- 
cal life not a word of this false chargi^ 
had been iittorud. Me had on ono occa - 
sion fuuiid a (Jliiiiamuii employed there, 
whuae discharge he had imniodiatoly 
caused, and hail miucuver o.tpreasly 
stipulated to tho contractur that iiouo 
should bo employed.

in pratiahded refutation had been written 
at a different time. The abuse ttiat had 
been levelled at him rolled like water off 
u duck's back [A voice: What duck]J 
Any duck, like my friend Mr. Duck, hero 
[Laughter]. Tho platform of tho oppo- 
sition was merely, put out tho govern- 
niont and put us in ; and they (the oppo- 
sition) had thrown off the workingmen 
[(.Jroaiis. I He believed there wos enough 
good seiue in the community to elect tho 
government ticket entirely, and keep out 
tho parly of intrigue mid trickery who 
wore struggling for uliiee [iJheors] 
Hoferonco was made to the forliearaiico 
shown Mr. Beaven during his illness.

How 1 came to know the facta 1 
have stated, waa that immediately after 
the survey I went to the land office in 
Xow Westminster for the purpose of buy- 
ing what was known as the Beaver 
dam (sectiuii 18 abovw mentioned). 
Mr. Liinibly waa then u clerk in 
thu land utiicu under Mr. Edmonds, 
Mr. Lumbly ahownd iiiu tho map of tha 
district fur me to cliousu from, and lo and 
buhcdd the very lots that I had intended 
to uhuuse (rum were assessed — thoy wore 
marked all ruiind with a red lino — those 
six ijuartor aoctiuns were referred to. 1 
asked Mr. Liinibly what this meant: he 
said that Mr. Beaven know; I immediate- 
ly wrote to Mr. Beaven Mking what he 
had reservod all the good lots of land for; 
ho never answered my letter; but in about 
a week ur ton days Mr. Lumbly called me 
into I he ullice and informed me that he 
could take the reserve off one of the sec- 
tions if 1 wuuld allow him to take the 
first choice for his brother; I asked him 
why 1 could not get a lot at the Beaver 
dam; ho said that that land was sold since 
I lirat spoke about it (inside of a week or 
su) lu a iiian by the name of IttJLAND 
IlK TT, whom 1 iindcrstuod to be a relation 
of Mr. Heaven. Mr. Heaven owns the 
land now. To get any of these good lots 
of land 1 was obliged to let Mr. Lumbly 
take his pick of sections 31 and 30, and I 
gut the next choice piece which I now 
own. Nu d'Uibt Mr Beaven would have 
ca/iiii iilhiii i-ii the whole lot only for mo 
writing hiiu a very sharp letter. That 
transaction lixed my impression with re- 
gard to Chief Commissioner Beaven.

It was no ploasunt 
thing to go lip lo a stranger, and having 
aaked his nuiiie Iind lie \\■,\^ u guveriiiiient 
man. 

Mr. Williaiuii, on cunuiig furward, said 
that he had all the docunieiila with him 
in connection with the charge against 
himself, but tho audience didn't wish 
much to have tho "evidoiiee." Mr. W, 
quoted from 'I'lic ('u/onnf and read a 
portion uf a speech repurted thurcin, 
and aiiulhor c.xtriiet from tho Uul- 
umbian with regard to the renuval of the 
capital. "The policy uf the present gov- 
ernment was to remove the capital," said 
Mr. W.,bui hia audience knew bettor 
and received the remark in silence. The 
change uf the curvaturca of the Island 
railway was thou taken up and again tho 
old arguments in couneotiun with that cry 
gone over. Mr. W. took exception to 
tho incorrect reports that were aoiit forth 
to catch "I ho vutos uf ihosc who du uul 
roxd I" He was in tavor of [iro^reas and 
would do all in his power to shove things 
ahead. He was prepared tu say that all 
thingfl that miuht bu stated concerning 
hiih on election day were false [tpplausoj. 

Mr. Benveii who, on coming forward, 
was received with appbiuse, said that 
there should not have huen two uieotinga 
to-night 'I lu> i/i veriiineid ua udii^ates 
would 11:1 c 'i;'!! lo( V.,:rd iii:;!il bec.ulbO 
the upiiiiBiliiiij caiidiiiale.s would nut limit 
themselves aa lu who ahuulu apeak. Mr. 
Beaven then referred tu the high school 
and roiteratod tho charge that Mr, Davie 
had vuted fur the innioRilioii uf a fee. In 
voting fur the aecund reading uf a Vjill a 
member alliriiied the prinuiples contained 
in the bill. He disliked iu talk abuut his 
private affaira, but aa the subject of his 
property at I'url Muody had been men 
tioned ho would suy ihal llie property 
had been purchased huiuu time ago. ()t;;jr 
candidates owned [iruperly uii thu 
mainland. .More inuney li.iil been taken 
out of thu province by investments at 
Vancouver than had been taken out by 
Ohinoae. Six thousand acreii of land at 
Vancouver were too groat a grant tu any 
cunipany, but if it had been in alternate 
lots it Would liiivu lv.,'nii iiiuoli bettor. 
With reference to thu Dunsiiiuir bill, Mr. 
Heaven stated that even lliu sea waa in - 
eluded in the fore-ahoru rights which 
would be granted by the Dominion gov- 
ernment. The meaauro referred to came 
ill for tho iimial ain iuiit of liadiuage-- 
liothing but the ulreaiiy exploded op- 
pusiliuii outcry. The uiomy saved 
by tho altorotiuii of Ibo laiund railway 
should be ri turuod tu t ho ti o mny, The 
matter of the railway laudu on tlu! inaiii- 
laud WRS thoii taken up and luiplfttud that 
aulid bluck land were mrnuideri'd inslead 
of alteriiiito aeclions. Tho Duminion guv- 
erninent had objected to part uf thu land 
ooDveynd bh wurtbleas, which latter had 
been thrown in. because land was rocky 
was no reason why the land should be 
oallod worlhlcHS. Thu men whu wurkod 
on the roads were lionuKl, iiiuii and wuuld 
voto fur the upiiusition candidates in npitu 
of the ctl'orls of the goveriinient caiidi 
dutua. The refund on account uf the 
graving dock was the reason iha}. the bill 
granting the transfer of the drydock was 
carried through tho house. The refund 
had, acciH'diiig to rupurl, b'^eii spent cui- 
tiroly ill Ne.v \\ est iiiiiistor diBlrici. The 
Chinese queelion was tlion taken up and 
Mr. B. referred to his ooursu during ilu- 
time that he was a nietnbcr of the late 
govornmont, .-Xii Hiiiondiiieiit iiiuved by 
Mr. Then. Duvie i:i Mie le|,'islal uro that 
all conatitiitiunal ineaiis be emiiloyud to 
stop thii immigration ui Uhiuesu waa road 
by Mr. Heaven, whu .staled thi'.t all pro 
vioua moves made by Mr. B.'s govoru- 
moiit in the matter were thereby upset. 
Ho oxpreHsed great regret that he could 
uot make his charges againsl, the goverii- 
nient candidatea tu their faces. Nu Clii- 
noae shuuld be ullu\i'ed to lukii up crown 
land. Thu tnio huuuiuii uf tho Chinese 
quoalion waa not tu ciiipluy thom. [Hear, 
hear.] He had never made use of the 
Ohinese aaapo)ttioal cry. QRiUnst any ciiii- 
didatos. Whon tho Oliineso found that 
tiioy cuuld iipsel thu laws made by the 
Witlkeiii guvoriiiiieiit, uf which ho (iMr. 
H.) waa a member, tlion Iho trutible be- 
gan. The profloiit land lawa were very 
unjust, as a great dual uf land waa iiuw 
held for spocuhttion. Men who would 
put up a mill should bp Allowed a tltitber 
grant. Tha increase in revenue was on 
account of the way in which thu land had 
botiu- manipulated. It wuuld be proauuii)- 
tion on the part of himaolf to give ad- 
vice, but as the franchiao was one of the 
greatest rights he ouuld not help pointing 
out the way toiuseiit to the advantage of 
the provinvi. It was to bo regretted that 



there were seven opposition candidates 
for only four seats. It was very seldom 
that the opposition in tho last parliamui t 
could attain anything, and it had boon 
found vary difficult to get four nieu to go 
on their ticket at this contest. He hoped 
that whatever thu eloctora did at thu polls 
would be to tho advantage of tho public. 

Mr. J, C. McLagan, of the Times, said 
that ho was unprepared to speak, that 
he was merely there to fill a gap, I ut 
would try ^o hold the audienoe until Mr. 
Humphreys came. If politics iu Britisli 
Columbia were to be judged of by what 
had been heard in this hall, politics 
were indeed a dirty puddle. Mr. Mo- 
Lagan, withgreatgrandiloquence, gave his 
experience ut Port Moody on the arrival 
of the first train. The government had 
uot a single aero to offer a settler. Road- 
making was uot what the country wanted 
ftt preaent — there was a higher deatiuy in 
view. Working himself up to a frouzy, Mr. 
McLagau denounced tho prosont guvorn- 
meut in no unmaasurod terms, koopiug iho 
audience apell-bound! Tho price of coal 
iu Ontario waa compared with tho pric* in 
Victoria — -u difTereuce of $3, but tho wily 
"Mae" said nothing of the enormous difl'er- 
enoo iu the number of consumers. A hit 
was made at tho workingiueu'a candidates, 
in the course of which the proiiouus "I," 
"inine" and "wo," and the words "our 
party" aijpoared much more froquontly 
than ordinary good taste wuuld dictate. It 
was, according to J. C. McLagau, the duty 
of Messrs. Carey, Duval audSmilh lo with- 
draw and lot "our party" get a chauco. A 
most deplorable piotureof B. C. was drawn 
unless "our party" waa allowed au oppor- 
tunity to rectify the pUblio matters. Mr. 
Mcljagau even went so far as to make moat 
unwarranted attacks upon absent gentle- 
men, aud made use of his favorite «pithets, 
"thiuvuri and liars." He "weut for" Mr. 
Duval lis ho tbuught very cleverly, 
Ijiit in the midst of the 
fvulhy uridiiry a geiitleinan luuse in the 
iiudieiiei: to .-iiiy that ".Mr. J^lcLagau was 
utteiiiio .lelilieratu falsohoods eoucorning 
.Ml. liiivul." This produced a profound 
bousatiuii . 

Mr. Duval then came on the platform 
and said that he had told Mr. MoLagan 
on the street to day that tho charge waa 

false that he was working for tho govern- 
iiiont and Mr. McLagan had Bokiiowledgod 
the probable iiiilruthfuliieas uf tho aceu - 
satiiiii. [Senaalioii .] Hu would defy any 
one in the Times uttice tu pruve tha 
charge. Uo had been refused au oppor- 
tunity not only to deny tha inattor 
through tho columns of tho Timea, but 
iilau on thu platfurin tu-uight. [Cheers.] 
Me and Mr. Smith had been mure wrong- 
ly abused thau^any oandidatta in the 
field. 

This statement fell like a thunderbolt 
on McLagan, who then rose and ac> 
kuowledged that Mr. Duval's version was 
partly oorroct, and that the public were 
in duty bound to accept Mr. Duval's de- 
nial. [Cheera.J 

Mr. Bragg, amid much amuiement, 
then took the aland and expreaaod graal 
sorrow at finding tho oppuailion c«ndi- 
datea quarrelling. Ho ihuii vroiit on to 
claim that, although a stranger, ha had 
the priviluga to speak on the platlorm, a 
privilege which, by-the-way, nobody seem- 
ed to deny. He did not wish to enlarge 
on hia former speech and after numerous 
interruptions took hii seat. 

After this groat confusion ensued with 
cillafor Mr. T. H. Humphroyi. But Mr.T. 
B. Humphreys was not prtseiit. Mr. W.A, 
Robortaon came forward. He did not miss 
the government supporters, he said, the| 
only ones that wt ri missing were lioodluina 
an(i land-grubbers. After half au hour of 
small talk, Mr. IVobertson, referring to 
hia own claim on Queen Charlotte ialaiid, 
having furgoltoii himself, atutud that 
"Mr Dunamiiir may think that ho has 
gut a monopoly of the ooal lands in British 
Oolumbia. I can assure you he has not." 
[ A pplauso nnd hisses ,] Durinti the de- 
livery of his address Mr. Robertson wm 
greatly interrupted and took hii aeat 
amidst cunf uaiun . 

Mr. Fell then rose to his feet when a 
general move was made fur the dour. The 
remainder he amused by his comic 
names applied to the government candi- 
dates. He stated that whan Mr. Turner 
waa inayur he (Mr. T.) had supplied the 
Ecal 111 the name of a clerk. Mr, Prior 
waa "a jolly good follow" [UughlerJ 
Tho oppuailiun candidates were all jolly 
good follows. Mr. Foil's audience wore 
very luiioh divided hiasea being mingled 
with applause on all ooeasioni; Of inter- 
i-'iiptiuns he had a full share, nuranruus 
viiices besides the spoaker's being heard. 
I'lven Mr. DoC. , tho knight of tho black 
curly lucks, grew restive and used his stick 
to call Mr. Fell'a attaiilioii to the fact thai 
all liiid had enough. 

After an harangue of half an hour a 
vote nf thanks was passed and the meet- 
ing adjuuriied.
